forward. Cac plan may correé&t another, and the 
whole form a good one among them. 

We humbly conceive, that elegance, as well as 
ufefulnefs and conveniency, may be hit in making 
this new harbour ; which, being the port of Scor- 
land, no doubt deferves this diftinctivon. We 
would propofe to cut a canal oppofite to the lower- 
molt houfes upon the pier of South Leith, and eon- 
tinue this canal along the grounds above high-water 
mark towards the glafs-houfes. 
cut to be faced with ftone, but more fubltantially 
next the fea, which may be nifade.as high above wa- 
ter-mark as the prefent pier, and as broad., A ba- 
fon, if neceffary, at the termination of this cut, with 
a flood-gate, and agother at the mouth of the canal 
to keep the thipping afloat. The bafon will likewife 
ferve as a fluice to keep the cut clean. The thip- 
ping will thes lie in an angle fronting the north-ealt 
and north-welt of the town. The new pier, with a 
{mall additional expence, may ferve as a battery for 
the protection of the town and thipping. 

If any further addition to the harbour is wanted, 
we hall propofe another cut at North Leith, direa- 
ly ahi to the former, and after the fanie plan. 
Thefe piers towards the fea cannot be damaged in 
the leaft by it. The waves beat with feeble rage at 
high-water mark. We are aware that conveniency 
is the firft thing to be minded, and that expenfive 
plans fhould be avoided. 

We beg leave to obferve, that it is not infifted 
upon to execute the whoie of this plan. If the firft 
part anfwer the purpofe, good and well; and ifthe 
fecond part is needed, we imagine that few other 
plans of the fame extent will require lefs money. — 

It is impoflible to conceive a grander appearatice 
than Leith would have from the Frith—the whole 
town furrounded with thipping, and its piers re- 
fembling a regular fortification. With refpec tothe 
conveniency, nothing can be more fo for trade, or a 
more eafy accefs to all parts of the harbour. We 
thall only add, that, in a public work of this nature, . 
in the chief port of Scotland, and fo nearly conne&- 
ed with the metropolis, money fhould not be want- 
ing; and, without criticifing other works of lefs 
moment, where money was found, we will régrer if 
it cannot be found to this one alfo. A metropolis 
is the reprefentative of a kingdom, for every thing 





ufeful and ornamental, or for every thing the reverfe. 


Its trade is the pulfe whereby to know the ftate of 
the reft ; and our tafte and our manners are judged 
of by what is found in our chief city., Be frugal in 
every thing of private concern ; but let not the haad 
of parfimony appear in any thing that addé to the 
honour or glory of a nation, and particularly. in fi- 
nifhing that picture, our metropolis, at which all fo- 
reigners look to as a criterion to judge of uss. A 
metropolis is the front of our houfe—oar kingdom ;

The reafonings of your correfpondents upon this 
Overture have afforded me fome amofement. “The 
letters under the fignature of 4 Clergyman, publith- 
ed about two months ago, appeared to bear fo home 


again{t the principles of the Overture, that I could’ 
not conceive what kind of defence irs friends would: 


be able to bring forward. After long filence; how- 
ever, a letter figned ‘T. M. appeared jn one of your 
papers lately, which the author» fays he avas “fn- 
duced to write, juft to give a check to fueh perfons 
as the author of the Lefters, and to prevent them 
from writing again. Whether his. eniticifm will 
have this effec or not, I cannot fay; but I am

the old law, which admirably correfpands with the 
ends of ecclefialtical jurifdidion, Pre(byteries, in the 
due exercife of their geaforial power, have no inter- 
eft for or again{t any g.annel, but are Solely intereft- 
ed to difcover the truth. When Prefbyteries, con- 
duc caufes upon their own libels, they are not ace 
cufers, (the accafer is the fama claniofa.)s they. ate 
not parties in the fame fenfe in which private profe- 
cutors ‘are parties.
